Even the churches of these villages and some seventy-five 
residences are nothing but a mass of ruins and the fire is still 
spreading.

It la a new aystem and It re¬ 
quires time, infinite patience and 
grim determination to teet It.

Govern¬ 
ment control, in my opinion, will 
be by ail means the beet system of 
making liquor available for 
beverage purposes.
